"AH  the  world  knows  the  neceffity 
which  the  prelent  war  impofts  for  char- 
ges and  extraordinary  expences,  and  how 
much,  in  our  paternal  folicitude,  we  had 
at  heart  to  fecure  the  well  being  and  lafe- 
ty  of  our  faithful  fubjecls  by  a  long  and* 
durable  peace.  But  as  we  have  not  hi- 
therto been  able  to  accomplilh  that  object, 
we  find  ourlelves  forced  to  the  neceihty 
of  continuing  in  a  ftate  of  defence;  ana 
confidcring  the  means  that  are  necefl'ar) 
for  that  end,  our  attention  was  principal- 
ly directed  to  the  purpofe  that  the  extra- 
ordinary expences  to  be  furnithed  by  our 
faithful  fubjecls,  fhould  be  laid  on  in  iuch 
a  manner,  that  each  without  any  excep- 
tion, fhould  contribute  to  the  extraordi- 
nary exigencies  of  the  ftates,  in  propor- 
tion to  his  annual  revenue,  and  the  pro- 
duce of  his  induftry.  Confequently  we 
have  refoh  ed  to  fubftitute,  for  the  war 
import  which  was  heretofore  levied,  a 
proportional  tax  divided  by  claffes,  at-' 
cording  to  which  the  actual  revenue  or 
produce  of  induftry  of  each  individual 
lhall  contribute  according  to  the  follow- 
ing fcale  : — From  100  to  300  florins  per 
annum,  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  from 
300  to  800,  3  and  a  half  percent,  and  fo 
on  progreflively  to  20  per  cent,  at  which 
are  taxed  revenues  of  150,000  florins  and, 
upwards."

Though  for  the  laft  two  days  there  has 
been  no  communication  of  any  importance 
from  the  continent  the  public  mind  is  left 
in  no  degree  of  fufpence  refpecling  the 
continuance  of  this  mighty  ftruggle,  and  all 
iiurope  refounds  with  the  note  of  warlike 
preparations  ! 

The  hardy  fubjecls  of  the  emperor  Paul, 
rufh  from  the  frozen  regions  of  the  North, 
and,  uniting  their  fteeled  valor  with  the 
\  eteran  difcipline  of  the  Auflrian  legions, 
menace  the  uncemented  throne  of  the 
confular  defpot,  while  England  fweeps 
the  fcas,  and  prepares  its  warlike  fons  to 
conquer  in  the  Seine  that  peace  which  a 
prefumptous  and  exulting  enemy  threat- 
ened to  dictate  on  the  Thames.  With 
this  view  a  general  order  has  been  given 
to  moft  of  the  commanders  in  the  king- 
dom to  join  their  refpecYive  corps  by  the 
beginning  of  next  month;  and  it  is  con- 
fidently ftated  that  all  the  difpofable  force 
of  the  country,  combined  with  a  formida- 
ble Ruffian  army,  are  to  fecond  the  efforts 
of  the  royalifts  in  the  heart  of  France  ;  I 
while  the  Imperial  Eagle  penetrate  its  I 
frontiers.
